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BRAKES PUT ON 
MOTOR EVENTS 


Decision defended 
to slow car sports

MOTOR sport events at an airfield near Honiton 
must only take place seven times a year following 
action from East Devon District Council (EDDC) 
environmental health officers. 

The district council received complaints from residents 
in the village of Smeatharpe and in August last year a 
noise abatement notice was served on the owners of the 
airfield, prohibiting a recurrence of the nuisance. 

A spokesman for EDDC said: “Following complaints 
from residents the council’s environmental protection 
team carried out an investigation of allegations that 
increased noise levels of motor sport activity at the old 
airfield in Smeatharpe, near Honiton, were causing a noise 
nuisance. 

“The council’s officers concluded that a statutory noise 
nuisance had occurred and that the nuisance was likely to 
keep on recurring.” 

However, the owners lodged an appeal against the notice 
and EDDC was forced to defend its decision at Honiton 
Magistrates’ Court last week. 

Having heard all the evidence over a two-day hearing, 
magistrates decided that the noise was unreasonable and 
was causing a nuisance to nearby residents. 

The court issued an order that allowed the old airfield to 
be used by one or more cars or motorcycles for racing, 
practice, testing and the like on seven days per year with a 
minimum of 30 days’ respite between any of the seven 
days. 

On each occasion, the use of the airfield must not begin 
earlier than 9am and must finish by 4pm the same day. 

Only three stage rally events will be allowed per year. 
The order comes into effect immediately. 

The spokesman added: “The court exercised its 
discretion in allowing a very limited level of activity that, 
under the circumstances, represents a reasonable balance 
between the rights of residents to enjoy their homes and 
gardens on the one hand and on the other, recognises the 
limited extent to which the land had been used for these 
purposes in the past.”

High hopes after 
expenses scandal

INDEPENDENT councillors on East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) think 
the furore about MPs’ expenses could 
pave the way for independent 
candidates in the next general election. 

There are eight independent councillors on 
EDDC, and they have joined forces to 
promote the idea of independent candidates 
for the general election. 

The concept of independent candidates is 
nothing new, one stood in the Devon East 
constituency in 2005, for example. 

But this particular initiative is a joint effort 
aiming to capitalise on the expenses scandal. 

Independent group leader Mike Green of 
Beer said: “The independent EDDC 


councillors believe the people of east Devon 
wish to have a parliamentary system that is 
honest, open, transparent and accountable. 

“And a system that reflects the wishes of 
the general public. 

“There continues to be a sense of 
disillusionment with party politics, and a 
view that the political parties have brought 
our parliamentary system into disrepute, and 
threatened the integrity of our democratic 
processes. 

“We know that local people like to be 
represented on their local councils by 
independent councillors, who are not 
subjected to a political party whip, and are 
free to work for their constituents’ best 
interests. 

“We would like to know whether east 
Devon people would wish to have similar 
representation at Westminster, and whether 


they would like to be represented by an 
independent MP. 

“Someone with a deep connection with the 
area and the people that they aspire to 
represent; someone who has lived in the 
constituency for a long time, and would 
continue to do so; and someone who would 
give their utmost to serve their electorate.” 

The independent councillors are in the 
process of organising a series of meetings in 
east Devon towns and villages in the coming 
months, on dates to be announced. 

The idea is to promote the idea of 
independent parliamentary candidates, and 
also to decide who such candidates might be.

MAN FORCED 
TO UNDO f 40K 
OF WORK ON 
OLD COTTAGE

EAST Devon District Council 
(EDDC) has said it is protecting 
the countryside from 
inappropriate buildings after 
refusing to grant retrospective 
planning permission to a farmer 
from Chardstock who had spent 
thousands of pounds making a 
dilapidated cottage on the 
outskirts of the village safe. 

Robert Burrough acquired the 200- 
year-old Bewley Cottage when he 
bought the farmland in 1992. He said 
he has spent £40,000 on the repair 
work but has now been told to return 
the ancient cottage back to its former 
state. 

Mr Burrough said the building was 
unstable and that a wall could have 
easily fallen down on someone. The 


ruined cottage and farmhouse had not 
been occupied since the 1960s. 

However, EDDC has told Mr 
Burrough that he had done too much 
to the building to count as repair work 
and he had to apply for retrospective 
planning permission, which was 
refused. 

A spokesman for EDDC said: “The 
district council’s decision has been 
supported by a planning inspector and 
the courts. 

“Councils throughout England 
routinely create planning policies 
specifically designed to protect the 
countryside from inappropriate 
building — especially in Areas of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB). 

“Here in east Devon, we take very 
seriously our guardianship of the 
local environment and that is why this 
council applies this policy fairly but 
strictly. These buildings, in the 
Blackdown Hills AONB, had been 


derelict since the 1960s and were in 
an advanced state of decay. Our 
planning policy requires the owners 
of such buildings to allow them to 
revert back to part of the landscape 
and there are examples all over the 
country of buildings where this is 
happening. 

“The farmer who wanted to turn the 
buildings into housing or a holiday let 
did the work without planning 
permission and he has now accepted 
our decision after losing his appeal. 

“So far as Bewley Cottage is 
concerned, we have ordered the 
developers to remove all building 
materials as a result of any 
construction work during the previous 
four years, and to reinstate the land to 
its previous condition. 

“There was no evidence that, if 
restored to its original condition, 
Bewley Cottage would be likely to 
become a danger to public health.”

A FARWAY dairy farmer’s methods have won him 
the Farming and Wildlife Advisory Group’s 
(Devon) Bronze Otter Trophy for 2009. 

Steve Loud, of Loud Partners, was presented with the 
trophy and a £250 winner’s cheque following the Devon 
branch’s annual meeting, held at Mikelyns Farm in 
Farway. 

The trophy is awarded anually to the farmer judged to 
have best combined commercial farming with looking 
after the countryside. 

An FWAG spokesperson said: “One of the key reasons 
the Louds won is because of their approach to dairy 
farming. 

“In today’s ever-increasing pressure to squeeze more 
litres per cow, often via forage and concentrates, the Louds 
have done the opposite. 

“Their herd of British Friesians is fed almost entirely on 
the farm’s own grass and silage. 

“The Louds feel that lower output is more than 
compensated for by fewer health problems and a reduction 
in replacement costs due to cows remaining productive for 
longer. 

“As well as benefiting the livestock, the farm’s 
management policy contributes positively to the 
stewardship of a challenging landscape. 

“The visual appeal of cows grazing steep pasture fields, 
sensitive use of farm inputs to protect watercourses, and a 
proactive approach to management of wildlife habitats are 
all strong features of the Louds’ farm. 

“The farm has some valuable wildlife habitats, all of 
which are being managed positively. 

“In addition, ponds have been created, thus adding to the 
biodiversity of the farm. 

“Another thing that particularly impressed the judges 
was the Loud family’s enthusiastic approach to promote 
farming and care for the countryside to the wider public. 

“To put this thinking into practical terms, new permissive 
access routes are being set up on the farm.” 

When welcoming the FWAG contingent to the farm, 
Steve said: “It’s when you are taking part in competitions 
like this that you realise just how much actually needs to 
be considered.”

Don’t be too 
busy to enjoy 

THE trouble with moving to the place you once 
holidayed in, is that you end up working and not 
enjoying all the benefits it has to offer. 

As many readers will know, my family and I relocated 
to this area 15 or so years ago and, although I cannot 
deny taking utmost pleasure in the stunning countryside 
and embracing the easier (and nicer) way of life in this 
part of the world, I must admit to not appreciating all 
that goes on. Too busy writing about it and not enough 
doing it possibly. 

So many tourists come a-visiting the Westcountry and 
they pack their days with all kinds of activities that this 
wonderful place offers. I know this all too well as I used 
to be one of said tourists. 

Almost every year my parents would bring us to 
Devon where we would stay in a bed and breakfast on a 
farm just outside of Axminster. The family made us so 
welcome over the years that it became a home-from- 
home — we even used to enjoy a Sunday roast round the 
table with them! And our days were spent exploring the 
glorious scenery and pootling about at one of our 
favourite haunts in Lyme Regis. Happy memories. 

Now, I am lucky enough to live a stone’s throw from 
that farm I so dearly loved and I also resided, for several 
years, in Lyme itself. 

Now though, I tend to appreciate less of the things it 
has to offer. 

This came to my attention recently when Gilly Clark 
(nee Peadon), a friend and well-known face in Lyme, 
asked me if I’d like to go and see a play at the Marine 
Theatre. Now, my initial reaction to going out in the 
evening after a hard day working — especially to see 
some dead-end play, imprisoned on a hard seat for hours 
on end — was slightly negative. 

Oh, but sometimes I shock myself at my own 
stupidity! Off I went with Gilly, her husband, and a 
small group of others she (a teacher, unsurprisingly) had 
rounded up. Well, I think the last time I was in the 
Marine Theatre was when they used to hold the Friday 
night discos, and it had certainly changed. A 
sympathetic refurbishment and some posh chairs (which 
I was grateful for) had transformed the place. 

The play itself was entitled Rebel Harbour, which said 
history to me. I was not exactly excited about the 
prospect of what sounded a little dull but I hadn’t seen 
Gilly in a while and it was a good opportunity. 

It turned out that Gilly knew the theatre company 
director or similar and she had already seen the play 
days before with her mum. She promised she was not on 
commission so it must have been good. And it was. 

Based lightly on the story of the siege of Lyme Regis 
which happened during the Civil War, the rip-roaring 
production by Shanty Theatre was an inspiration — as 
well as a splendid surprise. 

Action-packed and hilarious, the fast-paced story was 
presented in a contemporary manner, giving the 
audience no time to even glance at their watch and every 
chance to enjoy it, whatever their age. 

The ensemble cast of just five did an amazing job of 
playing a number of roles — from both sides of the 
royalists which surrounded and attacked the seaside 
town and the Lyme locals, who supported parliament 
and defended their home, women and all. 

Some of the historical facts are perhaps to be 
questioned (but I think that was the point) and the 
modern references and brilliant humour make it such 
easy watching. 

The cast gave an excellent performance with talented 
singing and superb playing of old-fashioned instruments 
which complemented the scenes perfectly and the story 
was cleverly lit throughout to heighten the drama. 

I’m so glad I took the time out to see such a superb 
show, making the most of what the local towns have on 
offer. The production is on for just three more nights — 
tonight (Tuesday) as well as Wednesday and Thursday, 
September 2nd and 3rd so, if you’re quick, you can catch 
it before it finishes... and I encourage anyone and 
everyone to do just that.

Two events 
to remember 

EDITOR — To commemorate the 
start of the Second World War we 
shall be holding two archive events at 
the Meadow Vale Chapel, King 
Street, Honiton on September 3rd 
and 10th at 10.30am when coffee will 
be provided. 

Both events will present items 
recovered from the papers of Juanita 
Maxwell Phillips, former suffragette 
and Mayor of Honiton 11 times 
including 1939, 1940 and 1945. Of 
timely interest will be papers dealing 
with the evacuation arrangements in 
September 1939 when the first of 300 
children from London arrived at 
Honiton station. Alderman Mrs 
Phillips acted as Evacuation Officer 
as well as Food Executive Officer at 
Honiton ration centre and was the 
county organiser of the W VS-ARP. 

Mrs Phillips protested at Exeter 
prison when Emmeline Pan kh urst 
was arrested and held there in 1913. 
Other subjects addressed in a talk 
will include the dedication of the 
Devon Cancer Bed at Marie Curie 
Hospital in 1932, the establishment 
of Honiton Little Theatre in 1933, 
now Meadow View Chapel, the 
Coronation in 1937, the opening of 
Allhallows playing fields in 1939 and 
Mrs Phillips’s time as chair of the 
Devon Federation of Women’s 
Institutes and other national women’s 
organisations. 

May I take this opportunity of 
thanking local people for providing 
material, one family in particular 
who do not wish to be named. Also 
for assistance rendered by Honiton 
Town Council, County Library, 
Honiton Museum and Meadow View 
Chapel, the former Honiton Little 
Theatre, which is a delight to see and 
from articles published in Pulman’s 
View titles. 

Last but not least to members of 
Senior Council of Honiton for their 
support for this first, but hopefully 
not last. Celebrating Seniors’ Project 
beginning with Juanita Phillips. 

We believe this archive is a 
contribution to people’s history and 
to collective memory and is good for 
all our quality of life.

Town is fed up with bold 
ideas that end up fading 


EDITOR — I am grateful that James 
Semple ( Pulman’s View August 25th) 
decided not to ignore my recent letter 
to Pulman ’s View, because it gives me 
the opportunity to clarify what I was 
trying to say. 

I was admittedly a little clumsy in 
stating what I understood to be the 
case about a legal challenge being 
made by Mr Semple, not to but about 
Tesco plans for Seaton. 

What in fact has happened is that Mr 
Semple has written to the EDDC 
planning officer, raising concerns 
about the proposed infilling of the 
camp site by sea, suggesting that a 
complete set of licences and approvals 
from all the statutory authorities 
should be in place before the 


application to develop the site goes 
before the planning committee. 

It is correct to say that detailed 
planning consent would quite 
properly be needed for any infill 
operation from the sea, but this is 
separate from the general planning 
consent. 

It must be remembered that the sea 
based infill operation is Tesco’s 
response to the concerns raised about 
infilling by road, with all the attendant 
problems of infrastructure 
requirements and disruption to the 
town (inevitable whatever happens). 

It would take around six months to 
carry out the necessary exercise to be 
given this separate planning consent. 

If this has to be done prior to the 


planning applications going to 
committee, then this would obviously 
create a hiatus in which the 
uncertainty about the ultimate 
decision would fester and further 
unsettle the town’s re-generation 
prospects. In that sense I would 
understand the actions of Mr Semple 
to be part of the delaying tactics that 
are being deployed by some groups 
and individuals in the town and 
nearby villages. 

They are one component in the anti- 
Tesco stance being taken by Stand up 
4 Seaton (now re-named ‘Screw up 4 
Seaton), the Seaton Generation Tmst 
and some councillors, who cannot 
seem to break from the allegiance to 
the Stand up 4 Seaton squad. 


What is surely needed is a realistic 
set of plans from both Tesco and 
Sainsbury, rather than a set of pretty 
drawings and vague promises. 

That should emerge from the 
planning meetings at which the 
council can apply pressure and deploy 
its legal and planning skills to make a 
proper assessment of the longer term 
viability for the planned proposals 
and their delivery. 

The town is fed up with so many 
bold ideas for regeneration being 
publicised, then fading as the reality 
of delivery dawns on those seeking to 
gain from their ideas.

MEETINGS of the Upottery 
After Eight Men’s Fellowship 
are held in the Sidmouth Arms, 
Upottery, on the third Friday 
every month at 8pm and all men 
are welcome to attend. 

The speaker at the August meeting 
was Frederick McShaw, a renowned 
local optician who lives in Honiton 
and who has a practice in Sidmouth. 
He also has a visiting optical 
practice. 

Mr McShaw was awarded 
Optometrist of UK 2008 by his 
professional peers in the UK. 

He is a most entertaining speaker 
but the focus of his talk was the 
serious matter of alerting his 
audience to the dangers of ignoring 
the early signs of eye disorders that 
can lead to possible sight loss. 

He emphasised the need for people 
to be aware of eyecare and to have 
regular optical eye examinations 
which he said was a “must” as the 
eye ages. 

Mr McShaw said that the eye is a 
complex organ which is made up of 
several highly specialised 
components. 

Many eye disorders do not threaten 
sight but a few serious conditions 
may damage the eye components and 
lead to loss of vision if not treated in 
the very early stages. So he urged the 
group to be alert to the damages of 
ignoring the warning signs as early 
diagnosis usually leads to successful 
treatment.

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THE Quakers, or officially the 
Religious Society of Friends, 
have members locally but their 
meeting place is in Exeter. 

The Quakers were founded in the 
early 17th Century by George Fox. 
There are now over 19,000 Quakers 
in Britain, and some 350,000 
worldwide. They were formed in 
opposition to the traditional 
churches whose ritual and 
hierarchical structure got in the way 
of direct personal relationship with 
God. They sit in meditation and 
anyone can speak at any time. 
Famous Quakers have included 
members of the Rowntree and 
Cadbury chocolate making families. 
The Quakers are now in the news 
because they have sanctioned gay 
marriages and asked the Government 
to give same sex couples who marry 
the same standing as heterosexual 
couples. 

Next, news from Axminster of a 
new exhibition of original works by 
the Revd Judith Roberts of the 
Axminster Team Ministry. This 
Exhibition is in the Cathedral 
Chapter House from September 18th 
to October 13 th and open daily from 
10am to 4pm — admission is free.

Now there is sad news from the 
Exeter Diocese Companion Diocese 
in the Middle East, as their Church at 
Baghdad with its clinic (mainly used 
by Iraqi civilians), and other 
facilities have been badly damaged 
by the recent bombs and injuries 
have been sustained by the staff and 
other members at the church and 
clinic. Money has already been 
donated from Devon and further

The same address, just above, is 
the point of contact for clergy in 
Exeter Diocese who would offer for 
temporary duty in the Diocese of 
Cyprus and the Gulf. 

This month and onwards sees the 
ordination as deacons and priests of 
some 24 men and women in our 
diocese. New deacons will be made 
of 13, of whom one, Angela 
Gammon, is from the Honiton 
Benefice and will be leaving to serve 
at Sid Valley in Ottery Deanery 
with the Revd Preb David James. 

Honiton Team are also saying 
farewell shortly to their curate, the 
Revd Karen Spray, who is leaving to 
be an incumbent in Aylesbeare 
Deanery, where she will have care of 
the people and churches of six 
parishes. 

In February 2005, the Church of 
England and the Methodist Church 
agreed to work together to encourage 
a new movement of mission in their 
churches — and this has become 
known as Fresh Expressions. These 
churches have just appointed a new 
Leader in the person of Bishop 
Graham Cray, lately Bishop of 
Maidstone. The Bishop and his 
Team offer training and resources to 
assist local churches in spreading the 
message afresh in our time. This has 
become vital work with children and 
young people as now, sadly the 
majority of the population have no 
regular involvement with the 
Christian Churches. For more

Major changes for carnival 


AXMINSTER Carnival bosses 
have announced major changes 
for this year’s showpiece on 
September 19th. 

They also want the carnival to 
spread happiness and cheer in a time 
of much doom and gloom. 

One of the changes is a fuel saving 
measure that will see judging take 
place en route. 

A statement issued by Axminster 
Carnival explained: “Due to the high 
cost of fuel we have decided to judge 
the procession en route. 

“This will save the larger floats the 
cost of running their generators for 
two hours whilst waiting for judging 
to be completed.” 

As a result, all trophies, prize 
money and prize cards will be 
presented at the Guildhall after the 
procession at approximately 10pm. 

It has also been decided to 


discontinue last year’s trial of lining 
up the walking entries and majorette 
groups in Church Street and Silver 
Street. 

Instead they will do the same circuit 
as the rest of the carnival. 

The statement said: “Not presenting 
trophies and prize money in the 
square has given us the opportunity to 
reverse the procession. 

“The procession will line up in the 
usual place, Trafalgar Way. It will 
then proceed up West Street instead 
of turning right into King Edward 
Road. 

“It will then go through Trinity 
Square, turn right into South Street 
continuing up Musbury Road, then 
turn right down King Edward Road 
back to the start. 

“There will only be one circuit of 
the town.” 

There is also a programme of extra 
activities as part of carnival week. 


The carnival bingo will be played in 
Guildhall on Monday, September 
14th, with an 8pm start. 

The misplaced article competition 
will run from September 12th-21st 
and there will be a coffee morning in 
the Church Rooms on Thursday, 
September 17th. 

A barn dance takes place in the 
Guildhall on Friday, September 18th, 
and Herbert’s Fun Fair will be in 
Coombe Lane Car Park throughout 
the week. 

To conclude their statement, 
carnival bosses issued a rallying cry, 
saying: “At a time when there is so 
much doom and gloom in the world, 
we want our carnival to spread a little 
happiness and cheer. 

“Come on Axminster. Forget your 
problems for a while and be happy — 
let’s show them that we are not a 
dreary run-down little town. 

“We have a lot going for us.”

Sound advice 



I f you are reading this, chances are that you’ve al¬ 
ready taken those first positive steps to either getting 
help for yourself - or for someone close to you - and 
at Honiton Hearing Centre, we fully appreciate that fac¬ 
ing up to hearing loss and seeking help is far from easy. 

Hearing aid audiologist Colin Eaton explains.“it can 

take a few years for someone with hearing impairment 
to accept their problems”. 

Sit back and think for a moment - several years of 
stressful family occasions with stress levels building as 
conversation becomes difficult due to increased back¬ 
ground noise, especially when people are not talking 
direct to you; several years of missed family moments 
and non-participation because you’ve given up on mak¬ 
ing interactive remarks and can’t fully appreciate all of 
the shared conversations; and finally spoiled ‘treat’ mo¬ 
ments when concerts, theatrical plays and the like are 
not enjoyed to the full because the occasion does not 
sound like it used to or key words are missed. 

“Despite being aware of such obvious problems, 
many people are still reluctant to admit to a problem,” 
said Colin. “A common philosophy I hear from clients 
is that they are not old enough for a hearing aid!!” Ac¬ 
ceptance differs amongst age groups and lifestyles. 
Some younger people realise and admit that that their 
hearing problem is affecting their lifestyle and so a 
more modern ‘personal communication assistant’ is 
used. 

In contrast, some elderly clients recognise the prob¬ 
lem but do not think it is worth bothering about. Colin’s 
advice here is gentle encouragement and once the in¬ 
dividual accepts the need for a hearing system, it is im¬ 
perative to begin the detailed process of testing, talking 
and prescribing, through to fitting, counselling and ad¬ 
vising. It is important to ‘research’ each client as an in¬ 
dividual, finding out how they live their life and where 
the impairment makes life difficult. 

In conclusion, when each client is first fitted with a 
hearing instrument, hearing system or personal com¬ 
munication assistant, they tend to hear. Then gradually, 
over a period of time coupled with the help of your local 
hearing aid audiologist, they will learn how to listen.

Duck an d dive 
karvest weatker 

WHAT ghastly weather! This so-called barbecue 
summer has, like the parson’s egg, been good in 
parts, but they have been few and far between. 

As I write, towards the end of August, the rain is 
slashing down, driven by a sou’westerly, leaves are flying 
and already there is a hint of autumn in the air. The 
harvest is not yet completed and it has been, for most 
grain farmers, a case of ducking and diving between 
bouts of sunshine and showers. 

Still, as you read this I will be enjoying the last dregs of 
the summer in Corfu and, hopefully, the island’s 
reputation for consistent good weather will be 
maintained for a week. I will, as usual, take a close 
interest in the wildlife and, particularly the butterflies, 
especially as several formerly unknown there have been 
discovered recently. 

Meanwhile, here at home a grand scheme to create a 
million ponds throughout the country has just been 
announced. 

The Million Ponds project, a partnership of major land 
managers and owners, led and co-ordinated by the 
charity Pond Conservation, hopes to create an extensive 
network of new ponds across the UK. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust is hosting a training course, 
“Creating Clean Water Ponds for Wildlife”, intended for 
wildlife professionals to understand best practice 
principles in creating ponds for wildlife and will, 
hopefully, help to develop ponds across the county. 

Many ponds, countrywide, have been lost to farming 
and the expansion of building, and if amphibious 
wildlife, insects and the many creatures dependent on 
cleans ponds are to survive and thrive, new waters must 
be created. Unfortunately, many existing ponds have 
been damaged by pollution and there is evidence that 
pond life is declining. 

Clean, new ponds are essential to stop the trend. It is a 
sad fact that at least one third of countryside ponds have 
disappeared since the 1940s and a recent Countryside 
Survey reports that 80 per cent of lowland ponds are in 
poor or very poor condition. 

One area in Dorset being targeted is Purbeck where 
existing ponds already hold nearly all the known British 
dragonfly species as well as the rare great crested newt. 

Several rare beetles have been found in ponds at 
Povington and a network of ponds round Langton 
Matravers has been created and restored. This initiative, 
under the heading Purbeck Important Ponds Project, has 
been funded by Biffaward. Who they, you may ask? Well, 
in 1997 Biffa Waste services agreed to donate landfill tax 
credits to the Royal Society of Wildlife Trusts under the 
name Biffaward and to date grants amounting to 
£100million have been made to a number of projects. 

Whilst turning out a drawer in my office the other day 
I came across a 32-page book called Home Hints. 
Assembled by one Barbara Chandler, it was published in 
1982 and is a quite astonishing assemblage of well 
illustrated and remarkably useful tips and hints for a wide 
variety of domestic disasters or annoyances. It should be 
reprinted in my opinion and would find a ready audience 
in this DIY age. 

For instance, lettuce, mint and parsley, washed and 
patted dry in a tea-towel, can be stored in the fridge in a 
polythene bag for several days; watercress should be 
stored upside down in a bowl of cold water, while green 
tomatoes will ripen if you put them in a paper bag with a 
ripe tomato or apple amongst them, and lemons will stay 
juicy for a month if stored in water, though the water 
must be frequently changed. If you have eaten garlic, to 
get rid of the smell chew some parsley, while nibbing a 
chopping board and your hands with a cut lemon will 
disperse the smell of onions. 

There are literally hundreds of helpful tips in this 
booklet and I will offer a few of the really useful ones 
each week until they are exhausted.

Annual bike 
ride is ready 

THE annual Honiton Cycle Ride 
is set to take place on Sunday, 
September 13th. 

This year’s event could prove to be 
one of the toughest yet as the 
organisers have introduced a brand 
new element to the ride — the 50- 
mile pre-Tour of Britain Challenge. 

The challenge will use part of the 
route that the official Tour of Britain 
riders will follow a week later when 
the elite event comes to east Devon. 

There will also be five and 27 mile 
cycle routes around Honiton, as well 
as a barbecue and entertainment at 
the Wyndham Arms, Kentisbeare.

One Car Stolen Every 
Five Minutes 

HP! offers tips to avoid buying a stolen vehicle 


THIS week’s ITV UK Car Crime 
programme shockingly re¬ 
vealed that one car is stolen 
every five minutes, highlight¬ 
ing that more people are at risk 
of buying a stolen car than 
ever before. The leading vehi¬ 
cle information expert, HPI, 
stresses that all used car buy¬ 
ers need to take a few simple 
but effective steps to help beat 
the car criminals. 

“Last year, 14,000 vehicles 
were stolen in Greater Manches¬ 
ter alone, which illustrates just 
how serious the problem is,” ex¬ 
plains Nicola Johnson, Con¬ 
sumer Services Manager. “The 
problem continues as car crimi¬ 
nals continue to employ a variety 
of dirty tricks, such as car 
cloning, to fool innocent pur¬ 
chasers into buying a stolen car. 
Car cloning is the vehicle equiva¬ 
lent of identity fraud where the 
stolen vehicle is fraudulently dis¬ 
guised as a similar vehicle al¬ 
ready on the road. 

“If you buy a cloned or stolen 
vehicle you stand to lose the car 


and the money you paid for it, as 
the vehicle will always be re¬ 
turned to its rightful owner. Con¬ 
sumers should recognise the 
risks and use every tool available 
to them to help combat the vehi¬ 
cle fraudsters. By conducting a 
vehicle history check and pro¬ 
ceeding with caution, car buyers 
can uncover a fake and walk 
away unscathed.” 

HPI recommends the following 
tips to avoid buying a stolen vehi¬ 
cle 

Check that the identification 
numbers on the car, such as the 
Vehicle Identification Number 
(VIN)/chassis number, have not 
been tampered with, and that 
they match those on the V5/log- 
book documents. 

If you’re buying privately, make 
sure you are viewing and buying 
the car from the registered 
keeper at their address as de¬ 
tailed on the V5 registration doc¬ 
ument. 

Do not buy the car if the seller 
cannot produce the V5/logbook 
registration documents. 


Thieves may attempt to change 
the identity of a stolen car by 
changing the number plate, VIN 
or window etchings so look for 
signs of tampering. 

Research the car’s market 
value - be wary if the vehicles 
price is 30% or more below the 
retail market value, and don’t pay 
with a substantial amount of 
cash. 

If there is a mark or sticker 
showing that the car is linked to a 
security register, check it out. 

As well as revealing whether 
the car is registered as stolen, 
has been written-off, or is on fi¬ 
nance, the HPI Check also pro¬ 
tects buyers with the HPI 
Guaranteed). This provides up 
to £30,000 financial reimburse¬ 
ment in the event of the car not 
being everything it seems - in¬ 
cluding a clone. If buyers are con¬ 
cerned that they may purchase a 
cloned vehicle, they should call 
HPI for further advice on 01722 
422422.

FOR the final league fixture of 2009, Honiton enter¬ 
tained visitors Cullompton at Ottery Moor Lane, a 
somewhat brittle looking batting order having been 
depleted by the loss of opening pair Pete Beighton and 
Tom Strawbridge who both found themselves on first 
XI duty.
